You are hereby notified to meet at The Roxbury Meeting House in said Town on Tuesday, the 
fourteenth (14th) day of March, 2006 next at 7:00 of the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the 


following subjects: 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year: 


Selectman (3 years) Sexton (1 year) 

Selectman (1 year) Fire Chief (1 year) 

Treasurer (1 year) Planning Board (3 years) 

Tax Collector (1 year) Zoning Board of Adjustment (3 years) 
Town Clerk (1 year) Zoning Board of Adjustment (3 years) 
Auditor (1 year) Supervisor of Checklist (6 years) 
Moderator (2 years) Trustee of Trust Funds (1 year 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $47,750 for 
General Government. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,610 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,699 for the 
purpose of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter 
Brook Park. These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army 
Corps of Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be 
properly expended a vote is required. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500, as its fair 
Share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,816 for 
Summer and Winter road maintenance. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $32,184 for 
highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended d vote is 
required. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,500 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough . 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for 
community participation in the City of Keene’s Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Program. 


Article 11:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $150 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. Formerly we paid for pest control out of the police budget. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500 for Town 
Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,825 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC., Meals on Wheels and Monadnock Family Mental 
Health Services. This includes a payment of $250 to the Samaritans, which is a service 
we are newly supporting this year. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for Interest 
expense. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Town Building Improvements and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,000 to be placed in this and to further designate the 
Selectmen as agents to expend on this CRF. Recommended by Selectmen 
(Majority vote required) 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel ATV. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be added 
to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established, and to designate the 
Selectmen as agents of this fund. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police 
Vehicles. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future Revaluation as previously established. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 to help defray 
costs for the Four Corners Park Project. This will be a non-lapsing appropriation per 
RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the project is completed or by December 31, 2011, 
whichever is sooner. The volunteer group working on this project has already raised over 
$1,200.00 through donations from residents. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500 to be added 
to the Police budget for extra weekend patrols on Town roads. 
Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,000 to pay for a 
Town Office Renovation Project to expand three existing offices, create a fourth office 
to be shared by the Treasurer and Tax Collector, and change the existing two bathrooms 
to a single, handicapped-accessible facility. 


Article 23: To see if the town will vote to accept the required changes to the Roxbury Flood 
Plain Development Ordinance and to adopt the Flood Insurance Study (FIS) and Flood 
Insurance Rate Maps (FIRMs) as recommended by FEMA. These changes are necessary 
to stay in compliance with the National Flood Insurance Program. 

(Ballot vote required.) 


Article 24: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000 for the 
purpose of a 50/50 match for the 2006 Volunteer Fire Assistance Grant. The sum of 
$1,500 will come from the grant and $1,500 to come from the town. 

This grant has already been awarded to the Roxbury Fire Department to purchase Forest 
Fire Personal Protective Equipment and other equipment. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to establish a Police Special Duty Revolving Fund 
pursuant to RSA 31:95-h. The money received from fees and charges for Police Special 
Duty shall be allowed to accumulate from year to year, and shall not be considered to be 
part of the Town’s General Fund unreserved fund balance. The town treasurer shall have 
custody of all monies in the fund, and shall pay out the same only upon order of the Board 
of Selectmen. No further town meeting approval is required. Such funds can only be 
spent for the purposes for which the fund was created. Some of this fund can be used on 
maintenance of police vehicles while on Special Details. 


Article 26: To see if the Town will vote to adopt Increased Elderly Exemptions for property 
tax, as follows. The optional exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified 
taxpayers shall be as follows: for a person 65 years of age up to 75 years, $20,000; for a 
person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $25,000; for a person 80 years of age or older 
$30,000. To qualify, the person must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 
years; own the real estate individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his 
spouse, they must have been married at least five consecutive years. In addition, the 
taxpayer must have a net income of less than $18,400 or, if married a combined net 
income of less than $26,400; and own net assets not in excess of $50,000 excluding the 
value of the person’s residence. Recommended by Selectmen 


Article 27: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an Increased Veteran’s Tax Credit for every 
resident of the Town who served not less than 90 days in the armed forces of the United 
States in any qualifying war or armed conflict listed in this section and was honorably 
discharged or an officer honorably separated from service; or the spouse or surviving 
spouse of such resident from $50.00 to $100.00 per RSA72: 28 V & VI. 
Recommended by Selectmen. 


Article 28: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $20,000 to pay for gravel 


repairs to chronically muddy areas on Middletown Road and for oil sealing on paved Ke 
Town roads as necessary with said sum to be funded from the Road Improvement ot . 
Capital Reserve Fund. ira 


Article 29: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance prohibiting possession of drug 
paraphernalia as described in State Law Reference RSA 318 B. Adoption of this 
ordinance will allow the Town to receive the money from fines levied under the 
ordinance. Complete copies of the ordinance are available at this meeting. 


Article 30: To see if the Town will vote to adopt an ordinance relating to alcoholic beverages 
on public ways and grounds unless permitted by the Selectmen. Adoption of this 
ordinance will allow the Town to receive the money from fines levied under the 
ordinance. Complete copies of this ordinance are available at this meeting. 


Article 31: To transact any other business which may come before the said meeting.

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School Board Report 


By Karen Cota 


The School Board worked on many issues this year. This year we saw the consolidation of the 
Northern Schools. Sullivan now has first through third grades and Gilsum has kindergarten and 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades. Surry school building is primarily being used for meetings and 
workshops. The town of Surry has started the work necessary to withdrawal from the district and 
there is also a group that wants to open a charter school in that building. In April the SB has to 
create a “withdrawal committee” (by law) to work with Surry in their attempt to withdrawal. We 
had a committee to look into alternative uses for the Surry building, however that was put on hold 
pending the outcome of the withdrawal committee. We also saw the proposal from the Ashuelot 
Valley Academy, another charter school. Both of these charter schools have to go through a 
lengthy process to open a school. Both schools will take a percentage of the adequacy funds given 
by the state. 


This year we saw a change of Superintendent and our Business Manager will be retiring this June. 
The Facilities Committee worked on and put forward a proposal for a Facilities Director. This is 
greatly needed and I hope article 8 passes so we can fill this position this July. 


The Facilities Committee continues to be the most active committee. Colline Dreyfuss and myself 
chair and vice chair this committee. This year we decided to start from scratch and find out just 
what is needed to put forth a building plan for the Middle School and High School. We based our 
findings on the curriculum needs and devoted four months on defining our curriculum needs. 
Then we hired HL Turner to take this information and figure out what to do next. Thus the 
“Master Plan” warrant article was created. This is article 7. It is the necessary and correct place to 
start any building project. Please vote yes on this article. 


The Facilities Committee also dealt with a failed septic system at the MSHS. It was quite a 
challenge to get the maintenance department and the board to give up the old ways of doing 
business and stick to our established policies. Believe it or not it took from April until November 
to get the septic system designed, estimated and receive bids. Along the way the FC had to be on 
our toes making sure it was getting done right. At one point the FC saved the district $50,000 by 
making sure the bidding policy was followed. This was a monumental task and the FC should be 
proud of the finished product. 


The School Board has started the process of looking at the state standards that have been changed 
in 2005. We need to make policy or update some policies in order to be in line with the new state 
standards. There is also a nutrition committee that is looking into changing the way our children 
are fed. This is also state driven giving us a deadline of September 2006 to have our nutrition 
standards in place. 


Once again I would like to thank the citizens of Roxbury for their continued support in education. 
I know it is getting harder and harder for all of us to afford our taxes. However, I believe this 
town sees the merit in supporting education.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


The year 2005 was a very busy year! 


We started the year with a major brush fire on the Davis Road. This fire consumed 
approximately 20 acres. With the help of 13 area mutual aid towns and also the 
State of NH Forestry Division we were able to take control in a relatively short 
about of time. But it took many man-hours to guard the area over night and also to 
retrieve equipment and return it to its proper homes! This fire cost the town 
$10,637.58 of which we received $3,379.13 reimbursement from the State of New 
Hampshire. We also experienced some non-permitted campfires that had to be 
controlled. 


On the bright side, we received a grant for an AED (Automated External 
Defibrillator) for the town hall. I encourage all of you to become aware of the 
location of this device and become familiar with its operation. We have also been 
awarded the 2006 Volunteer Fire Assistance Grant. This grant is a 50/50 matching 
grant for forest fire equipment. 


The new brush truck, which was put in service last year, was used on several 
occasions to fight fires in our own town as well as a mutual aid service to Keene 
and Marlborough. 


I have been taking training along with Deputy Tim Mason. With all the new 
materials in homes and vehicles, as well as, new state regulations it is important for 
us to stay up-to-date at all times. 


I would like to extend a special thank you to Ranger Robert Stewart for all of his 
support during a very trying year for Roxbury! As always, I would also like to 
thank everyone for working hard to keep our town fire safe. 
A REMINDER: All outside fires require a fire permit when there is not complete 
snow cover. You can obtain a permit from myself, Deputy Tim Mason, Deputy 
Buddy Mattson and Police Chief Gary LaFreniere.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help 
us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is 
required before doing ANY outside buming. A fire permit is required for all outside burning unless the 
ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department 
or DES at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information 
please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, with red-flag conditions issued 
by the National Weather Service and extreme fire danger in the southern and central portions of the state. 
This period of increased initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in 
several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state’s largest wildland fire was contained at 29 acres. Our 
statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with keeping the fires small and saving several 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban 
interface damaged 10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions 
include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

TOWN REPORT FOR 2005 


The Roxbury Police Department had another exciting year. Normal patrolling was 
done off and on, as problems arese, but due to several grants, special patrols took 
place from the end of July to the first of October. During this special patrol, 
emphasis was given to Babbage Dam, Otter Brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, 
Class six roads and Branch Road. It takes a lot of planning to give the best police 
coverage from the budget that is pasted at town meeting and the extra grant funds 
come in handy for needed patrols. Investigation time, court time and administration 
time were up slightly and normal patrol time was about average, compared to last 
year, with the exception of the special night patrol. Automotive complaints and civil 
complaints seem to be on the increase. Again I would request that if you see 
something suspicious to report it right away, as it may help us with something we 
are already working on. We are not on patrol on a full time basis, so it’s hard to 
know if there is a problem in your area, unless you report it.

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2005 ROXBURY PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Proposed changes to the Roxbury Zoning Ordinance and a Capital Improvement Plan were put on the town warrant 
in March 2005. Unfortunately both were tabled during the town meeting partly because a snow storm that night 
prevented Board members from attending to explain the changes. The Board spent some time in 2005 further 
reviewing the Zoning Ordinance, with suggestions from Chris Kaufer and Barbara Neylan. A public hearing on the 
revised Ordinance was then scheduled for January 2006 within the legal time limit to allow a second hearing, if 
needed, to put the revised Ordinance on the town meeting warrant again in March 2006. 


in addition to the revised Zoning Ordinance, the town will need to vote to adopt changes to the town's Floodplain 
Management Ordinance. These changes are required by FEMA in order for the town to be eligible for the Federal 
Flood Insurance Program. The hearing(s) for the Zoning Ordinance will include the Floodplain Ordinance changes. 


During 2005 the Board began the process of updating the town Master Plan of 1980. The Board met with Kevin 
Wilson of Southwest Regional Planning Commission concerning the Master Plan. He recommended a community 
survey be conducted to get input from town residents. 


There were no requests for subdivisions in 2005. 


The Planning Board meets on the first Wednesday of each month at 7:00pm in the town hall.

A Little Nye Music..... 
The Nye Farm probably became known as the Nye Farm after a Massachusetts man, 
William Caldwell, sold the parcel of land to Nathan Nye in 1790. Nathan and his wife, 
Lucretia Perry, most likely first lived in the near-by William and Tamar Banks house and 
thereafter, arranged to purchase that property as well. The Banks house is noted to be 
the first “settlement” on the Nye Farm. Previously, in 1785, the land known as "on the 
road to William Banks”, had been purchased by Sylvanus Nye, who had married Mary 
Banks. Of note: Sylvanus, as a young boy, had served as an Officer's Aide at the Battle 
of Bunker Hill. Sylvanus Nye sold the property in the late 1700's to Daniel Perry but it 
was eventually acquired by Nathan and became part of the Nye Farm. 
The Nye House, a traditionally large, square 2-story home was built in 1814, the “ell” 
somewhat earlier....and stands lovingly restored by its former and now present owners, 
Mr. and Mrs. Christopher Kauffer. 
The Nye burying ground, was layed out in 1795, with the Lucretia Nye being the first 
to be buried there in 1795. These burying grounds are 3 years older than the Roxbury 
burying grounds, which were layed out in 1798. Nathan's son, Gardner, born in 1802, 
continued to live on the farm. He and his wife, Fanny, both of whom died in 1872, had 
3 sons: Alonzo and Henry W., who remained on the farm and Ansel, who moved to 
Marlborough. After Alonzo's death in 1905, the farm became home to Charles W. Nye. 
Subsequently, the farm became the summer home for the Connecticut family of 


Flemming James, Sr. and eventually the year 'round home of former Roxbury selectman 
Robert Pyne and his family. 


Above information from Samuel Wadsworth's Historical Notes of Keene and Roxbury 
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Nine Cemetery Trust accounts remain in CD's with TDBanknorth and, as no money 
was needed for flags this year, the interest earned was not transferred to the Trustee's 
checkbook. The Cemetery Trust and the Robert Pyne Trust remain with MBIA. The 
Cemetery Trust earned $70.46 this past year and the Pyne Trust earned $350.00. 

It is hoped these amounts, together with town appropriated amounts, will allow Keene 


Monument Company to begin stone restoration work.

Minutes of the 2005 ANNUAL ROXBURY TOWN MEETING 
Tuesday, March 8, 2005 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Mark Funk at 7:27 p.m. Selectmen Peter 
Stuhlsatz and Louis Drogue were present. 

The polls were declared open at 6:30 p.m. and closed at 8:30 p.m. Of the182 registered 
voters, 37 cast ballots. The minutes of the 2004 Town Meeting were approved. 


Article 1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year: 
Selectman for three-year term:37 votes cast. Louis Drogue unanimously elected. 
Town Clerk: 37 votes cast. Marika Stuhlsatz unanimously elected. 
Tax Collector: 36 votes cast. Penny Davis unanimously elected. 
Treasurer: 37 votes cast. Marcy Garrison unanimously elected. 


Sexton: 15 votes cast. Steve Yardley received 13 write-in votes. Stephanie Plante 
received 2 write-in votes. Steve Yardley elected. 


Fire Chief: 36 votes cast. Allen LaPlante unanimously elected. 
Auditor: 37 votes cast. Alice Funk unanimously elected. 
Planning Board, three-year term: 36 votes cast. Donald Tardiff unanimously elected. 


Zoning Board of Adjustment,.three year term: 37 votes cast. Mark Funk 
unanimously elected. 


Trustee of Trust Funds: 11 votes cast. Betsyan Gilcreast received 8 write-in votes. 
Betsyan Gilcreast elected. Remainder write-in scatter. 
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Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $46,750.00 for 
General Government. Motion carried. 
Selectmen noted that changes were made in categories to be in compliance with the State 
method of grouping expenditures. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,250.00 for 
salaries and expenses of the Police Department. 
This article was amended to increase the Police budget by $2500.00 to $15,750.00. This 
increase will be used for additional weekend patrols on Middletown Road. 
Article passed as amended. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,699.00 for the 
purpose of compensating the Roxbury Police Department for summer patrols at Otter 
Brook Park. These funds for expenditure are designated to the town through the US Army 
Corps of Engineers. The appropriation does not effect the Town’s tax rate, but to be 
properly expended a vote is required. Motion carried. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,700.00 for the 
salaries and expenses of the Fire Department. Motion carried. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00, as its fair 
share of stand-by costs for the use of the City of Keene’s ambulance service. 
Motion carried. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $19,982.32 for 
Summer and Winter road maintenance. Motion carried. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $29,017.68 for 
highway construction and reconstruction. Selectmen’s comment: These funds for 
expenditure are designated to the Town through the Highway Block Grant Fund. The 
appropriation does not affect the Town’s tax rate, but to be properly expended a vote is 
required. Motion carried. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,192.00 to be 
paid for Solid Waste Disposal and Recycling Center privileges in the town of 
Marlborough. Motion carried. 


Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for 
community participation in the City of Keene’s Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection Program. Motion not carried. 

Discussion: Based on prior years usage, Townspeople and Selectmen felt this expenditure 
to be excessive and agreed that residents would pay their own fees as needed. 
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Article 11:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $100 for the purpose 
of Pest Control. Formerly we paid for pest control out of the police budget. 
Motion carried. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500.00 for Town Welfare and emergency assistance to the Town Poor. . 
Motion carried. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,300 to support 
Southwestern Community Services, Home Health Care and Community Services, 
The Community Kitchen INC. and Monadnock Family Mental Health Services. 
This includes an additional payment of $363 to Meals on Wheels which is one of the 
services provided by Home Health Care. Motion carried. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes and will vote to raise the sum of $2,000.00 for interest expense. 
Motion carried. 


Article 15:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 for the 
building improvements to the Town’s Meeting Hall, Offices and other Town Buildings. 
This Article was amended to read: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000.00 to start a Capital Reserve Building Improvement Fund and to 
designate the Selectmen as agents of this Fund. Article passed as amended. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to the 
Capital Reserve Fund for replacement of the Town’s six wheel ATV. 
Motion carried. Discussion: The Class VI roads are getting more recreational use and 
we need a year round ATV for rescue. Mutual Aid would still come in when needed. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be 
added to the Road Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 
Motion carried. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund previously established for the Town Police Vehicles. 
Motion carried. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be 
added to the Capital Reserve Fund for future revaluation as previously established. 
Motion carried. 
Selectmen noted a statistical re-val is scheduled for 2005 and a full blown re-val in the 
future. 
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Article 20:To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $27,500 for the 
purpose of eliminating the need to send supplemental tax bills for $2.21 per $1000 of 
property valuation. This appropriation is expected to be partially funded by $ 22,000 from 
unexpended funds from 2004 and the balance of $5,500 to be raised by taxation. 

Motion carried. 

Discussion: Selectmen explained as a result of an error in the Town gross valuation the 
tax rate set by the DRA was short $2.21 per thousand . Selectmen also announced they 
are seeking Legislative relief. 


Article 21: To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to withdraw the sum of 
$30,000 from the Road Improvement Capital Reserve Fund to pay for paving 2000 
feet of Houghton Ledge Road from route 9 to the end of the Class V portion of this road 
which is just beyond Mary Ann Kristiansen’s driveway. 

Motion carried by hand vote. 15 Ayes 6 Nays 


Article 22: To see if the town, acting under the authority of Title II] Chapter 41 Section 41.33 of 
N.H. Law, will vote to change the method of compensation of the Tax Collector from 
1.0% of total collected taxes to a yearly salary of $1,500.00 per year plus fees collected 
from lien procedure and 1.0% of timber taxes and land use change taxes collected. 
Motion carried. 


Article 23: To see if the town, having a Master Plan adopted by the Planning Board in 
November, 1981, will vote to authorize the Planning Board to prepare and amend a 
recommended program of capital improvements projected over a period of at least six 
years in accordance with RSA 674:5. 

Passed over. 


Article 24: To see if the town will vote to approve the various changes to the Zoning Ordinance 
as proposed unanimously by the Roxbury Planning Board. 
Passed over. 

Article 25: To transact any other business which may come before the said meeting. 
No other business discussed. 


Meeting adjourned at 9:50 pm 
The pot luck supper was well attended despite the snow storm.
